Report of Health Officer. 


During the year ending September 1, 1908, the following infectious 


diseases have been reported in the town of Plainfield :—

TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen :— 
I have the honor to submit to you the Third Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools of the Town of Plainfield. 


In reviewing the school work of the past year I note the following 
facts indicative of progress and better educational facilities for the 
town, viz.: first, a better equipment in buildings, books and mate- 
rials for ‘study ; second, a stronger, more stable teaching force; third, 
a higher standard of requirement in daily work; fourth, a better 
balance of studies; fifth, better attendance; sixth, a stronger weld- 
ing of separate units into an harmonious whole. 


Necessary repairs each summer keep our buildings in good condi- 
tion outside and in. © Two light and commodious laboratories for 
physics and chemistry, equipped with modern apparatus and chemi- 
cals furnish means for necessary experiments in these High School 
subjects. New boilers in the Grammar building at Moosup are also 
a part of our better equipment. The opening of a room in the Li-* » 
brary building at Moosup, and the equipment and occupation of 
another room at Plainfield relieves rooms that were overcrowded, 
We have added 435 volumes to our sehool libraries during the year, 
making a total of 3103 volumes of reference and library books now 
in our schools. We have 4712 regular texts, embracing all subjects 
taught in the grades and in the High School. Several new maps 
and globes have also been purchased and placed in the schools most 
in need of them. ‘ 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Attendance. 


Our enumeration for October, 1907, was 1394, a gain of 84 over the 
enumeration of October, 1906. Our registration has increased to 981, 
again of 37. The total registration of all public schools was 1054, 
seventy-three names appearing on two different registers. 225 pupils 
‘were registered in other than public schools, 41 more than for the 
year 1906-7. Average membership was 825.5, and average attendance 
was 759.7. The average attendance for this year shows that there 
were present in our schools every school day, 71 more pupils than 
for the year before, and 110 more than the average for ten years pre- 
vious, the largest in the history of the town. Percentage of atten- 
dance has increased four per cent. 


Teachers. 


This year, for the first time, our teachers have been under contract. 
We have had no resignations during the year. al ‘her was 
absent from her duties during the spring term on.account of illness. 
Better salaries hold our teachers from year to year. Only six new 
teachers are necessary to fill vacancies for the coming year, and these 
teachers have been engaged. Our force is enthusiastic, competent 
and well trained. Our prospects for the coming year, as far as teach- 


ers are concerned, are bright. Discipline has been excellent, and the ~ 


morale of the pupils decidedly higher than it was a year ago. ~ 


A Higher Standard. 


Taking the work grade by grade, I find that one-third more ground 
has been covered thoroughly in grades one to five than was covered 
in 1906-7. In the upper grades attention has been given more to 
essentials than to covering a large amount of ground. Spelling and 
accuracy in the definition of words, more care in addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplication and division in arithmetic, and a more compre- 
hensive understanding of the importance of geography and history 
are among the requirements for the work of another year. More 
attention has been given to penmanship this year with very notice- 
able results. More material for seat work has been supplied the 
primary grades, and the smaller pupils are, as a rule, kept profitably 
employed. 


During the year the eyesight of each pupil has been tested by 


charts furnished by the State. Where defective vision was found a_ 


written report was sent to the parent. Cases of contagious diseases 
have been excluded as soon as noted, by order of the Health Officer. 


Sanitary conditions in the closets and about thé school premises have 


been carefully looked after, ventilation of school rooms has been in- 
sisted upon, and as far as possible, the health of the children has 
been comserved, <a

The study of pictures, the memorizing of poems and choice selec- 
tions from standard authors, daily talks on health and morals and 
the teaching of the relation of the individual to the community have 
been beneficial to the ethical and moral nature of the child and tend 
to identify the work of the schools with the life and work of the 


community. 


The tendency of pupils to leave school as soon as the law allows is * 
a condition constantly to be reckoned with. To meet it we try to 
adjust the work of the school so that no pupil shall leave who does 
not possess to a fair degree the ability and equipment for continued 
self-education. Only sixteen pupils received diplomas from our 
grammar schools at the close of the year, less than half the number 
there should be found each year in our eighth grades. 


High School. 


The discipline, attendance and standard of work in the High 
Schoo] ha¥@tbeen very satisfactory, In June we graduated our first 


‘class. Four pupils, Elsie F. Lathrop, Ralph T. Denison, Lester T. 


Salisbury and Roswell O. Snell received diplomas and COUN ee our 
first alumni. 
Eleven pupils from other towns have been enrolled in the school 


, during the past year. Six others have taken entrance examinations 


and expect to enter at the opening of the fall term. Only one change 
in teachers is noted, Miss Beers of the science department will be 


~succeeded by Miss Isabel M. White of Hartford, a graduate of Knox 


College, Galesburg, Illinois. The school is now well equipped, the 
teaching force is adequate and opportunity isoffered every boy and 
girl who completes the work of the eight grades to prepare for col- 


Jege or round out the work of our grammar schools. <A high school 


course is a necessity for every boy and girl who wishes to compete 
successfully with those who rank above the unskilled laborer. 


The continued increase in numbers at both Moosup and Plainfield 
will soon necessitate increased school accommodations. : 

Increased numbers means decreased cost per pupil. In the table 
of general statistics accompanying this report the cost per pupil for 
the year is shown. By reference to the report for 1906-7 it will be 


_ seen that the cost per pupil based on average attendance has decreas- 


ed six dollars and seven cents from the average of that year. 


In closing this report the Superintendent gratefully acknowledges 
the hearty cooperation and support which have been accorded him 
by this Committee, by the teachers and the pupils, and by the towns- 
people generally.
